The policy announced at the white 


| house was supported by a resolution 


introduced in the house by Represen- 
tative Fairchild, republican, New 
York, which called for the full con- 
currenee of that body with the admin- 
istration’s aims. 

The chief interests this government 
has in Nicaragua were given by the 
white house spokesman as the pur- 
chase at a cost of $3,000,000 of a

Washington, January 4.—‘‘I do not 


'know that the canal rights of the 


United States in Nicaragua or the 
Fonseca bay concessions are threaten- 
ed by anybody,” said T. S. Vaca, in- 
surgent agent, here today. ‘There's 
no canal under Construction and ma- 
rines have been landed at points on 
the Nicaraguan coast farthest from 
the site of the projected canal. The 
constitutional government headed by 
Sacasa has never questioned the canal 
rights by direct or indirect word or 
action. This matter is entirely for- 
eign to the issues at stake in'the strug- 
cle to establish constitutional gov- 
ernment in Nicaragua and to free “the 
country from another irresponsible 
banker rule, 

American marines have comman- 
deered and are holding war supplies 
at Puerto Cabezas belonging to the 
liberal Nicaraguan forces, Won stated.

J. Tynan, tonight defied Governor 
Clarence J. Morley, of Colorado, to 
enforce an executive order suspending 
him without pay for ten days and ap- 
pointing an acting warden. 

Whether the machine guns form a 
part of the warden’s first line of de- 
fense against any attempted invasion 
of the prison by Sheriff Clifford R. 
Glasson, of Fremont, Colo., named by 
the governor to serve in Tynan’s place 
was a matter of controversy. Gover 
nor Morley in announcing the suspen- 
sion of Tynan declared he had reli- 
able information that the warden had 
mounted a machine gun commanding 
the main entrance to the prigon, to re- 
inforce his patrol of armed guards 
holding the padlocked gates to the in- 
stitution. 

Warden Tynan admitted his arsenai 
included machine guns used im guard: 
ing prisoners working in fhe quarries, 
but he laughed at the governor's 
statement about the machine gun at 
the prison entrance. 

Tynan made it plain, however thal 
“nobody is going to take possession of 
this penitentiary except by legal 
means.” He asserted the courts had 
ruled the governor had no power to 
suspend a warden. The warden 
serves under the state civil service 
commission. 

Charges of inefficiency, drunken- 
ness, insubordination and inhuman 
treatment of convicts were brought 
against Tynan today by Governor 
Morley who handed them to a mem- 
ber of the civil service commission. 
Whether the civil service commission 
will formally receive the charges be- 
fore Morley's term expires, however, 
was a matter of speculation tonight,

Beavers To War on Pe- 


destrians Who Violate 
Traffic Light Signals; 
To Check Accidents. 


Pedestrians who cross streets in the 
face of red lights of the traffic con- 
trol system in Atlanta in the future, 
not only will assume all the hazards 
of being run down by speeding 
vehicles, but will be haled before tke 
recorders to face charges, it was an- 
nounced Tuesday by Chief of Police 
James L. Beavers. 

Chief Beavers stated that he will 
follow recommendations of Mayor I. 
N. Ragsdale in his inaugural address 
Monday night, and that a three-day 
educational: period will be allowed ‘n 
which traffic officers will be instruc- 
ted to warn persons breaking the law, 
and that, after that time, offenders 
will face court action. 

Object of Lights. 

“We feel that the lights of the 
synchronized control system were in- 
stalled to prevent accidents and to 
speed up traffic,” Chief Beavers said. 
“They are not performing that service 
to the maximum efficiency, on account 
of the apparent disregard. of pedes- 
trians for the stop signal. 

“In addition to their failure to at. 
celerate movement of motor traffic as 
much as could be, pedestrians wao0 
cross streets without waiting for the 


green “go” signal endanger their own 

lives and possibly the lives of others.

Shanghai, January 5.—(#)—Dis- 
patches from Hankow say that at 7 
o'clock yesterday evening a Chinese 
mob entered the British concession 
there, occupied the customs house, the 
Municipal building and “expelled the 
British from the concession.’’ Chinese 
police are patrolling the concession, 
maintaining order.

|The British concession here, scene yes- 


terday of a violent anti-foreign dem- 
onstration, was overrun tonight with 
thousands of Chinese coolies who en- 
tered the concession during the after- 
noon after demolishing all barricaces 
Order -is being main- 
‘tained by Chinese police and. soldiers 
and although banks and _ business 
houses closed at 4:30 p. m., the situ- 
ation is not serious, 

When the collies gathered at the 
concession embankment, the British 
marines, sailogs and police all were 
withdrawn to headquarters in compli- 
ance with a request by Chinese au- 
thorities that they be allowed to main- 
tain order today. American forces 
will land only if it becomes necessary 
to protect American lives and prop- 
erty. 

Yesterday a handful of British 
fighting men, without firing a shot, 
held in check an infuriated mob of 
several thousand coolies that attempt- 
ed to charge into the concession. Three 
of the British were severely wounded.

SEBRING FOUNDER 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Noted Philanthropist 
Had Been Speaker at 
Boards of Trade Meet- 
ing in Afternoon. 


Sebring, Fla., January 4—(P)— 
George BD. Sebring. 68, founder of this 
city, died suddenly at his home here 
tonight of acute indigestion. ? 


He apparently was in good health 
all day and was a speaker at a lunch- 
eon meeting of the associated boards 
of trades of the scenic highlands at 
Babson Park this afternoon. Mr. Se- 
bring returned from the meeting early 
tonight and complained of feeling ill. 
A physician was called and was with 
him at the end. 


Funeral arrangements had not been | 


completed tonight, but interment prob- 
ably will be here. 

Mr. Sebring founded this city 15 
years ago as a model community. As 
a pottery manufacturer he previously 
had founded Sebring; Ohio, and select- 
ed the location for his Florida city 
while he was in this section on a hunt- 
ing trip with his oldest son, H. Orville 
Sebring. The community was, laid out 
according to the best knowfl ‘Whethods 
of city planning and municipal engi- 
neering. 

Last Sunday, at the dedication cere 
mony of a new Jewish temple, he was 
one of the principal speakers and con- 
tributed a large donation to the build- 
ing fund. 

In addition to his community. lead- 
ership Mr, Sebring was identified with 
many state-wide movements. He was 
always interested in everything for the 
growth and improvement of his chosen 
state. He was an active member: of 
the Methodist Episcopal church,. and 
held many offices in civic and munici- 
pal organizations. 

Surviving him are his widow, three 
sons, H. Orville, Payne and George F. 
Jr., and two daughters, Dorothy, of 
this city, and Mrs, Samuel Rose, of

FRANKS SLAYERS 
TESTIFY IN COURT 


Leopold and Loeb Seem 
Unimpressed When 
Identified by Plaintiff, 
Who Seeks $100,000. 


Joliet, Illg¢., January 4.—(7)—Na- 
than Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb, 
“thrill slayers’”’ of Bobby Franks, 
were brought into court here today 
from the state prison and identified 
as defendants in a suit for $100,000 
brought by Charles Ream, Chicago 
taxicab driver, who charges they kid- 
naped and mutilated him in November, 
1923. 

Loeb and Veopold, presenting a 
sleek and natty appearance, smiled 
their way through the cross-examina- 
tions, and heard Ream tell his story 
of the attack, during which he identi- 
fied them as his assailants. 

Neither of the slayers, now serving 
life sentences, seemed impressed with 
the proceedings, but appeared to en- 
joy the oportunity to visit with friends 
and attorneys. It was Loeb’s first 
appearance outside the prison in two 
years. Early today, habeas corpus 
proceedings were authorized for their 
appearance here. 

During his cross-examination, Loeb 
told attorneys he was studying mneey 
and when emphasis wag laid on_the 
question, “what kind?” he cobnual 
“all kinds.” 

Loeb was in the witness chair when 
Leopold entered the courtroom, Loeh 
nodded and smiled, and Leopold re- 
turned the salutation with equal ani- 
mation. 

Loeb’s testimony was brief and dealt 


‘almost entirely with his preference 


in motor cars, what particular anto- 
mobile he drove in 1923, and what 
kind of car Leopold owned. 

Le6pold seemed to be bored and 
yawned during his examination, once 
asking that the questions “be more 
concise.” 

The case is expected to be given to 
the jury sometime tomorrow.

PLANTED GOAT’S" 
BONES, IS CHARGE 


Arrested Man Admits 
Identity and Waives Ex- 
tradition, According to 
California Authorities. 


Los Angeles, January 4—(/)— 
Harry B. Sligh, 35, was arrested here 
today on a telegraphic warrant from 
Fitzgerald, Ga., which charged him 
with defrauding an insurance com-: 
pany after supposed human bones were 
found in his burned home. 


Fitegerald, Jonuary 4.—(Special.)— 
Harry K. Sligh’s arrest in Los An- 
geles Twesday on a telegraphic war- 
rant from this place terminates what 
proved to be one of the t mys- 
tifying cases ever brought under in- 
vestigation here, according to authori- 
ties. Sligh is accused of having 
placed the bones of a goat in a bed 


way, seven miles south of here, and to 
have set fire io the structnre on the 
night of September 27, 1926, in order 
that his wife and two young children 
might collect $50,000 insurance. 

Persons attracted to the fire found 
the place a mass of flames and were 
unable to approach the burning struc- 
ture, police say. A great amount of 
dry wood had been stored under the 
house and it was this fuel that re- 
sulted in a veritable holoucast. 

Takes Long Trip. 

The story told following discovery 
of the bones in the Siigh home was 
that Sligh hac motored to Lula, Ga., 
for the purpose of leaving his family 
with relatives while repairing the 
house. After returning to his home, 
he was thought to have been either 
surpriged by a burglar, who robbed 
him and set fire to the house, or to 
have been so tired that he fell asleep 
and knocked over a lamp. 

Suspicion of insurance company in- 
vestigators was aroused when it was 
found that the skeleton of the sup- 
posedly burned man had no arm or 
leg bones. 

Defer Payment. 
The 


payment of the policies pending fur- 
ther investigation, although an under- 
taker’s certificate was obtained fol- 
lowing a verdict of accidental death 
rendered by a coroner's jury.

In Vacuum Slot 


Stead of Plane 


It takes a lot of air to.make air 
navigation possible, while the less air 
you have in vacuums the better they 
are. These scientific dicta became 
somewhat mixed in an odd little in- 
cident disclosed at the postoffice Tues- 


ay. 

The postoffice is equipped with air 
mail service and special letter boxes 
for all air mail. It also has a vacuum 
cleaning system worked by machinery 
underneath the building. 

Tuesday the postoffice janitor, in- 
specting the vacuum machinery, found 
six twisted letters bearing air mail 
stamps and plainly marked for the 
air mail service. The janitor took 
them to Postmaster FE. K. Large. 

Investigation proved that the prox- 
imity of the special air mail box, 
plainly marked as such, and an in- 
conspicuous little flap or valve for the 
vacuum outfit caused the trouble. The 
senders of the letters saw the sign, 
‘‘Air Mail” and, glancing below the 
box, saw the little flap of the vacuum 
machine. 

A natural mistake led to the send- 
ers dropping their speed-demanding 
missives into the wrong chute, hence 
they landed far down in the basement 
machinery instead of in the pouches 
on the fleet planes. | 

Postmaster Large will take steps to 
locate the air mail boxes in such a 
position in future where mistakes of 
this kind will be prevented.

The campaign represents one angle 
of North Carolian’s efforts to cope 
with the cotton price situation. The 
other side is of a financial nature and 
has resulted in the organization of 
the North Carolina bank with head- 
quarters at Greensboro.

London, January 4.—A mild form 
of influenza and grippe is sweeping 
Europe. A million cases are reported 


in the British Isles alone. 

Starting in December when it took 
a weekly death toll of 60 victims in 
Great Britain, the influenza has spread 
until today’s reports showed that it 
was taking a heavy toll in Berlin and’ 
other Gérman cities, in Madrid and 
in cities of Switzerland. 

While it has not yet reached any-. 
thing like the proportions of the in- 
fluenza wave that swept the war 
camps of Kurope in 1918, and extend- 
ed throughout the United States, every 
precaution is being taken to prevent 
such an epidemic. | 

Scarcély an office or school-in Eu- 
repe has failed to feel the effects of 
the’ epidemic. Deaths of 60 a week 
in the British Isles, as given for the 
month of December, do not include the 
statistics on the spread of the disease 
during the last 10 days, which has 
caused most alarm. 

The British believe liberal portions 
of hot-rum and hot Scotch have aided 
them in averting .the disease’s more 
serious effects. Many families have 
established the custom of a nightly 
bedtime drink either as a cure or a 
preventive. . 

When the disease raged through a 
considerable portion of the world in 
1918 its mortalities were highest in 
the American army, and many blamed 
this fact on absence of necessary rum 
or wine rations,

This in face of the fact that 
we can grow such commodities at 
a much less expense than we pay 
for them, and to this must be

NEW STATE ROADS. 

The allocation by the highway 
board of approximately 800 miles 
of roads, which have now been add- 
ed to the state system, will neces- 
sarily prove pleasing and disap- 
pointing alike, based upon the ap- 
plications as approved and rejected. 
But it is easily seen, upon an analy- 
Sis of the allocations, that every 
road added is important and worthy 
of being in the state’s mileage. 

It is particularly gratifying to 
Atlanta that the highway following 
the Southern railroad from Buford 
has been included. This road 
should have been in the state’s sys- 
tem long ago. This will give an- 
other state road to the north, and 
will connect with the interstate 
highway that follows that railroad 
from Washington, through Virginia 
and the Carolinas. 

Just what the board meant by 
accepting roads “without any obli- 
gation expressed or implied’’ is not 
understood. The state board main- 
tains, with the motor license fund, 
all of its roads. The roads just 
accepted will necessarily have to 
be maintained by the state just as 
are the other roads 
system. 

There is considerable 
about the legal right of the board 
to make additions that will make 
the total mileage greater than the 
total called for in the law. That 
matter should come before the next 
assembly, and the law should be 
clarified. 


AN UNWISE BILL. 


1921, hearings on which are now 
progressing before the senate agri- 
cultural committee, is unwise, and 
it is hoped that members of con- 
gress from the south, where we 
are trying to build interest in live 
stock production, will vigorously 
oppose it.

Argentine weakness, which helped 
to send prices downgrade here, was 
said te be due to increased arrivals 
from the interior.

The same observers professed to see 
a steady stream of selling to realize on

Consensus of opinion seemed to be that 
further adjustment downward was likely 
before the market would again be in po- 
sition to resume the advance, The generally 
accepted theory w: that more liquidation 
and the building up of a larger short in- 
terest was necessary to correct the evident 
overbought condition in many stocks resuit- 
ing from the Christmas demonstration. In 
view of the plentitude of cheap money avail- 
able, however, the setback is not expected 
to attain serious proportions.

The largest issue called 
is $10,000.000 5 per cent notes of 
Fisher Body having a maturity date 
of 1929. The increase in the amount 
of bonds and notes called indicates 
that corporations are expecting easy 
money. 

Sugar shares, for good reasons, are 
strong in a market reflecting profit- 
taking elsewhere. 

The latest available average price 
index of 113 stocks divided into 13 
different groups shows the average 
price of sugar shares at the very low 
figure of 38.25 against the average of 
115.32 for the 113 shares as a whole. 
Sugar companies, because of over- 
production, took heart-breaking losses 
during the post-war deflation period 
starting in 1920. Only last year, 
however, a very serious situation 
arose in Cuba because of over produc- 
tion of raw sugar, showing that the 
lessons learned by most industries in 
1920 had not been learned in sugar. 

lt appears now, however, that the 
sugar industry is at last on the road 
used in recent years by many pros- 
perous industries. Returning from a 
world tour of 15 sugar producing 
countries, Chairman Babst, of Ameri- 
can Sugar, reports that the outstand- 
ing impression of his trip is the co- 
operation witnessed among sugar pro- 
ducers, The results of this coopera- 
tion are now being witnessed in ad- 
vancing prices for raw and refined 
sugar, which must mean a_ better 
balance between supply and demand 
for raw sugar.

is expected to result’ from a conference 
here tomorrow of representatives of 
the cotton industry it was announced 
today by J. E. Mayo, of Indian Bay,

One plan which will be presented, 
Mr.: Mayo said, is the creation of a 


corporation with a capital stock of 
500,000,000 which will have for its 


purpose the protection of the cotton 
producer. Under the proposed plan 
the stock will be subscribd at the rate 
of $100,000,000 a year for five years. 


The finance corporation will be an- 
thorized to purchase cotton when the 
market reaches cos of production, thus 
taking the cotton from the market 
until prices stabilize, it is pointed out, 
then the corporation will sell its cot- 
ton on hand, never creating a surplus. 
Banks, merchants, and financiers will 
be asked to organize in the corpora- 
tion, under the proposed plan, and 
underwrite their rspective territories. 

The corporation will issue stock 
certificates to the producers of cotton 
in payment of that staple which is 
unmarketable at a profit, it is propos- 
ed. These certificates are expected to 
have a marketable value on the stock 
exchange, thereby giving the farmer pa- 
per for his warehouse recipts, which 
will keep bim from bearing a lcas on 
production,
